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TEEN PREGNANCY 
RATE PLUMMETS 

Cabinet member for children and families hails 'fantastic achievement'

THE teenage pregnancy rate in Haringey 
has more than halved between 2009 to 
2013, government statistics reveal, cut¬ 
ting it from one of the highest rates in 
London to below the average for the cap¬ 
ital and England. 

In 2009, 171 teenage girls aged 18 and under 
fell pregnant, with 54 per cent of those pregnan¬ 
cies ended in abortions. 

By 2013, the Office for National Statistics 
showed there were just 92 teenage pregnancies - 
but the rate of abortions had increased, with 64 
per cent of teenagers opting for terminations. 

Haringey Council said a dedicated plan to 
tackle the high rate of teenage pregnancies had 
helped see the number drop by 37 per cent, 
from 142 pregnancies, with 60 per cent of 
them terminated, in 2012, to 92 pregnancies the 
following year. 

According to the government figures, 78 girls 
under the age of 16 conceived between 2011

and 2013, with 62 of these pregnancies ending 
in abortion. 

The council said it has worked closely with 
teenagers and the wider community to help 
reduce the number of teenage pregnancies. 

It developed a health and well-being mobile 


app called youngandhealthyharingey with infor¬ 
mation on sexual health and lifestyle choices. 

It has also run workshops and training courses 
to help parents and professionals feel better 
equipped to talk to young people about sex 
and relationships. 

Access to contraception and sexual health 
services has increased, with 25 pharmacies offer¬ 
ing facilities borough-wide. 

The reduction has also coincided with an 
improvement in exam rates in Haringey schools, 
the council said. 

Ann Waters, the council’s cabinet member with 
responsibility for children and families, said: 
“Teenage pregnancy has long since been 
recognised as a major cause and consequence of 
social exclusion. That’s why halving teenage 
pregnancy in Haringey since 2009 is such a 
fantastic achievement.” 

She added: “What’s made this approach so suc¬ 
cessful is the greater involvement of young peo¬ 
ple themselves - both in the design and 
promotion of services and by championing the 
innovative use of modern technology.” 


Survivor of 7/7 attacks ‘flattered’ by QBE honour 


A SURVIVOR of the 7/7 bombings and director 
of an award-winning Haringey-based women's 
charity has received the OBE she was awarded 
in the New Year’s honours. 

Sadja Mughal, of the JAN Trust, received her 
gong from Prince Charles at an investiture 
ceremony at Buckingham Palace. 

On July 7, 2005, she had been a passenger on 
the Central line Tube train targeted in a 
terrorist attack in which 26 people died. She 
narrowly escaped injury. 

The 32-year-old was 22 at the time and 
the terror attacks by fellow Muslims and 
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the increasing rise in Islamaphobia 
deeply affected her, prompting her 
to give up her high-flying City job to 
fight extremism. 

She joined the JAN Trust, which has it 
headquarters in Bedford Road, Wood 
Green, as a director. 

The charity caters mostly for women 
from ethnic minorites, including refugees 
and asylum seekers. Many of them do not 
speak English and lack skills. 

The charity’s aim is to help integrate 
them into society and teach them English, 
numeracy and how to write a CV. 

The charity also promotes women’s 
rights and works to empower and 
provide leadership. 

Sadja is also the brains behind its Web 
Guardians project, which aims to stop 
young people being radicalised. 

She said: “It is an honour to be 
awarded the OBE and to be recognised 
for the sensitive and much-needed work I 
have been carrying out for disadvantaged 
women and girls. I am flattered.”

Activists gather to mark International Women's Day

ACTIVISTS, campaigners and bat¬ 
tle-hardened frontline protesters 
joined forces to issue a call to arms 
to the borough to do more to protect 
women’s and girls’ rights. 

The sounds of protest and injus¬ 
tice could be heard emanating from 
the Dugdale Centre, in London 
Road, Enfield Town, last Thursday 
as speakers including No More Page 
3 founder Lucy Holmes told the 
groups gathered to celebrate Interna¬ 
tional Women’s Day about the power 
of activism. 

Rounding off her presentation on 
ways in which an online campaign 
can grow and capture the headlines 
as well as the popular imagination, 
Miss Holmes told the delegates that 
it was “an exciting time for women” 
in terms of campaigns and activism 
that can make a real difference. 

She explained that in the course of 
the campaign to get topless women 
out of the country’s most widely- 
read newspaper, supporters of the 
cause had been brushed aside by 
some who said that the only 
people affected by the sexist images 
were those adults who chose to buy 
the paper. 

“But we are all affected by a soci¬ 
ety that says shut up girls and get 
your tits out,” she said. 

Miss Holmes’s campaign started 
on a www.change.org petition in

2012 with the simple proposition 
that: “Boobs aren’t news”. 

Since its inception, more than 
217,000 people have signed the peti¬ 
tion and over the course of the last 
two-and-a-half years the campaign 
has never been far from the media 
spotlight as famous faces sported the 
iconic No More Page 3 T-shirts and 
major advertisers began to rethink 
their relationship with the paper. 

Although in January, The Sun- 
appeared to be dropping the feature - 
only to bring it back after a few days 
- it now seems that the naked women 
are gradually being phased out. 

“We knew that The Sun would 
never let us have an outright victory,” 
Miss Holmes told the Advertiser. 

“When all our supporters were 
being interviewed in the week when 
it appeared that it had gone for good, 
I was still thinking, ‘They’re going 
to bring it back - just to show us 
they’re in control of this situation 
and that if they want to get rid of it, 


it will be on their terms’.” 

She credits the success of the 
campaign to the passion of her sup¬ 
porters. 

Speaking to the Advertiser after 
her presentation on the ongoing situ¬ 
ation in her native Nigeria, where 
militant group Boko Haram last 
year kidnapped 276 schoolgirls in 
the north of the country, fellow 
speaker Kate s said: “If you educate 
a man, you educate an individual - if 
you educate a girl, you educate a 
nation.” 

The former mayor of Enfield, who 
made an unsuccessful bid for the 
right to contest Edmonton for 
Labour in the forthcoming general 
election, is a veteran of grass-roots 
politics and has started her own 
charity, Tender Care, which helps 
vulnerable and young women care 
for their babies. 

She is also heading up the Forum 
for African, Afro-Caribbean and 
Asian Women in Politics, which is 
aiming to get more black and ethnic 
minority women into positions of 
political influence. 

She said: “As a midwife I know 
that no boy comes out with a flag on 
his head that says, ‘I’m in charge’.” 

Mrs Anolue is holding an Interna¬ 
tional Women’s Day celebration in 
Broad House, in Fore Street, Edmon¬ 
ton, on March 26, starting at 7.30pm, 
featuring a speech from Labour 
prospective parliamentary candidate 
for Edmonton Kate Osamor.

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Murder accused remanded over fatal knife attack on student 


A MAN charged with the 
murder of a 23-year-old student 
who was stabbed in an Edmonton 
street appeared at the Old Bailey 
on Friday and was further 
remanded to a date later this 
month. 

Jeffery Kessie, 20, from 
Nuneaton, Warwickshire, is 
accused of the killing of father-of- 


one Khiry Ford in Haselbury 
Road on November 30. 

The short hearing was sched¬ 
uled to be an application to 
dismiss the charges against him. 

However, counsel for the pros¬ 
ecution Emily Dummett told 
Judge Rebecca Maria Poulet QC 
that she and defence counsel 
Nick James had agreed that 


after fresh evidence had been 
presented the application would 
be made later in the month, on 
March 20. 

Kessie is due to appear at the 
Old Bailey again for a plea and 
case management hearing on 
March 27 and the trial date has 
been set for May 18. 

Non-identical twin brothers 


Deo and Charles Tamale, 18, of 
St Edmund’s Road, Edmonton, 
appeared in the dock beside 
Kessie. Both are charged with a 
robbery which is connected to 
Khiry’s death. 

Although all three are charged 
with separate offences, they will 
stand trial together. They were 
remanded in custody. 


Boy, 13, stabbed man to 
death following rumpus

A 13-YEAR-OLD boy has 
admitted killing a 5 3-year- 
old man outside a block of 
flats in Edmonton last year. 

The teenager, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
pleaded guilty to the murder 
of Christopher John Barry, 
on December 14 when he 
appeared at the Old Bailey 
on Friday afternoon. 

Mr Barry was returning to 
his flat in Brickland Court, 
in The Broadway, when he 
was involved in an alterca¬ 
tion with a group of youths. 

He was stabbed and 
although paramedics battled 
to save his live he was pro¬ 


nounced dead at the scene 
shortly after 8.30pm. 

The boy’s parents looked 
on from the side of the court 
as the defenedant, dressed in 
a blue shirt, pleaded guilty to 
one count of murder. 

He is due to be sentenced 
on April 10 following pre¬ 
sentence reports. 

Mr Barry’s girlfriend, who 
was with him on the night of 
the fatal attack, was not 
in court.

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How did Kester come 
to die under a bridge? 

Police seek answers as they try to trace key witnesses

POLICE have issued a new appeal for information about the 
unexplained death of a man more than four years ago. 

The badly burned body of Kester David was found under a 
railway bridge in Broomfield Lane, Palmers Green, on 
Wednesday, July 7, 2010. 

Detectives believe the 53-year-old bus driver, who lived in 
Russell Avenue, Wood Green, died in the early hours of that 
morning as a result of inhalation of fumes and severe burns. 

At first police treated the death as suicide and dismissed the 
circumstances as non-suspicious. 

However, after sustained lobbying from his family, who 
believe that police covered up his death because Mr David was 
a police informant, detectives re-opened the case in 2012. 

Now police have issued an appeal to trace two men who 
were seen at 2.30 on the morning of Mr David’s death in an 
alleyway near Maple Leaf Court, on the other side of the rail¬ 
way line from where his body was discovered. 

One of the men was in a grey hoodie and was seen trying to 
get through a fence into the alleyway that runs at the side of 
Maple Leaf Court. Both men then walked to the right behind 
a red brick building. 

In order to reach where Mr David was found, they would 
then have had to mount anti-climb fencing next to the railway 
line, cross the line and tackle another anti-climb fence. Police 
want to trace these men as they might have information cru¬ 
cial to the investigation. 

They are also keen to talk to two white men, between 5ft 
8ins to 5ft 11 ins tall and of average build, who were seen 
walking across Morrisons’ car park next to the Travis Perkins 
yard in Broomfield Lane at about 3.45 that morning. 

They both walked towards the far corner of the car park, 
where there were charity recycling bins. 

Detective Chief Inspector Noel McHugh, who is leading the 
investigation, said: “Were these two separate groups of men? 
Or in fact the same people seen on two occasions that night? 

“Even with the passage of time, I believe those individuals 
will recognise themselves from their actions, location and the 
significant appeals we have made around Kester’s death. 

“I would like to make it clear that my priority is investigating 
the circumstances of Kester's death. I am really keen to speak to 
you - you may not realise that you hold important 
information that would assist my investigation. 

“Do you know anything or do you recognise 
yourself from the information given?” 

Police are still keen to find what happened to 
Mr David’s Blackberry Curve 8520 mobile 
phone, which has never been found. 

Using mobile phone mast technology, police 
believe that it was turned on a week after his 
death on July 14 and 15 in the area around Wood 
Green shopping centre and on July 22 near the 
Whittington Hospital, in Archway, north London. 

DCI McHugh added: “It may be that someone 
found the Blackberry or was given it and has 
since thrown it in a drawer and forgotten all about 
it or passed it to someone else. 

“We need to find Kester’s phone and the easiest 
way to identify it is via the IMEI number, found 
on a sticker underneath the battery. 

“Please check if you found or were given a 


Three men sought 
after knife attack 

POLICE are hunting for three men after another 
man was chased into an Edmonton park where he 
suffered multiple stab injuries. 

The 26-year-old victim was attacked at about 
4.30pm in Pymmes Park on Wednesday after¬ 
noon last week. 

He was stabbed in the arm, legs and back and 
is being treated in hospital in east London. His 
injuries are not thought to be life-threatening. 

Police said two of the suspects are black and in 
their early 20s and were wearing dark clothes. 

Detective Constable Andrew Reason, from 
Enfield CID, said: “This was a busy time of day 
with schoolchildren and shoppers out in the area.” 

He appealed for witnesses to call Enfield CID 
on 101 or Crimestoppers, anonymously, on 0800 
555 111.

Blackberry 8520 and it was locked or did not work.” The 
IMEI number of the phone is 35943003791209. 

The day before Mr David’s death one of his relatives called 
him - but a mystery man answered the telephone. 

Police want to trace this man as they believe he could have 
vital information about the last hours of Mr David’s life. 

Meanwhile, in a bid to trace the mystery author of an email 
sent to detectives in the weeks after Mr David’s death, police 
have repeated appeals for someone who called themselves 
“Sharon Clarke” to come forward. 

Two weeks after the tragedy, police received an email from 
this person, who appeared to know Mr David well and said she 
knew exactly who was responsible for his death. 

Police have said they urgently need to hear from this person.

HOSPITAL workers who were facing eviction 
at the end of the month have been given a last- 
minute reprieve. 

As reported in the Advertiser earlier this year, 
doctors, nurses and other key workers at Chase 
Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, were 
due to be evicted by the Royal Free Hospital 
Trust, which now owns the site, on March 31. 

The trust wanted 
the workers out of 
the housing so 
progress could be 
made with plans to 
develop the site - 
and had given the 
staff a deadline of 
March 31 to leave. 

However, at the 
11th hour, the trust 
has extended the ten¬ 
ancies of staff with 
children until July 31 
after Joan Ryan, 
Labour’s prospective 
parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Enfield 
North, lobbied gov¬ 
ernment ministers to 
give workers more 
time to find alterna¬ 
tive accommodation 


in the area and prevent a mass exodus of staff 
from the hospital. 

The concession addresses one of the primary 
concerns of workers with families, who feared 
they would be disrupting their children’s educa¬ 
tion by moving halfway through the school year. 

However, those staff who do not have children 
still must leave their properties by the original 
deadline at the end of this month. 

Andrew Panniker, the trust’s director of capital 
and estates, told the staff of the decision in a let¬ 
ter dated March 5. 

Ms Ryan, who has led the campaign on behalf 
of the workers, said that she welcomed the “small 
but welcome” concession from the hospital trust. 

She added: “It is unbelievable that anyone 
would think it appropriate to evict staff and their 
children from their homes during the school year. 

“However, this new agreement should be 
extended to everyone and it is unacceptable that 
many frontline staff living on the site without 
children have not had the July deadline offered to 
them as well.” 

But a spokesman from the Royal Free, in 
Hampstead, said that the extension could not be 
offered to all key workers currently living on the 
site because the trust needs as many properties as 
possible vacant before the redevelopment of the 
site can begin. 

He added that Chase Farm is losing about 
£1 million every 17 days through sky-high main¬ 
tenance costs and “inefficiencies”. 

“We need to act quickly so that this money can 
instead go towards providing the very best health-

care for the local community,” he said. “From 
when we first notified tenants in July 2014, we 
have made one-to-one support available to help 
them find new accommodation and we have also 
offered an ex-gratia payment to those who agree 
to leave by March 31. 

“We therefore feel we have been more than fair 
in our dealings with those affected.” 

When the new hospital complex is completed, 
there will be accommodation for 90 key workers. 

Nick de Bois, the MP for Enfield North, wel¬ 
comed the fact that almost 100 workers will be 
accommodated on the new site. 

He said: “In absolute terms, the proposed site 
provision would ostensibly serve to alleviate 
pressure on Enfield Council’s housing register.”

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All systems 
go for new 
primary school

PARENTS in the west of the borough are cel¬ 
ebrating the announcement that a new pri¬ 
mary school has been given the green light. 

The South West Enfield Action Team has 
been lobbying the council and the government 
for two years to increase the number of pri¬ 
mary school places in the Southgate and Fox 
Lane area. 

After local authority was unable to expand 
over-subscribed primary Walker Primary 
School, in Waterfall Road, Southgate, and in 
establishing an annex to another primary, in 
Grovelands Park, Ashmole Academy in Cecil 
Road, Southgate, has been given the go-ahead 
to set up a free school. 

Free schools operate outside local authority 
control and can be set up by any organisation. 

As an academy, Ashmole has experience of 
running schools independently. 

Gonul Daniels, the chairwoman of SWEAT, 
has told the Advertiser that this is a victory 
for “parent power”. 

“I am delighted about this announcement as 
are all the parents within SWEAT,” she said. 


“The site is about half-a-mile from where I 
live and it will be perfect for people who live 
in Fox Lane and The Mall.” 

She added that the new school would mean 
that pressure on places at Walker School 
would be reduced dramatically and it might 
now be possible for people living close to the 
school to get places there for their children. 

“Our campaign for this started two years 
ago and we are so pleased that finally we have 
seen a proper boost in school places in our 
area,” she added. 

The school is due to open in September next 
with 60 children in two reception classes. 

Derek Brown, the headteacher of Ashmole 
Academy, said: “Everyone here is delighted. I 
have been inundated with emails. People are 
so pleased that the primary school has been 
given the go-ahead. 

He explained that the school grounds are 
spread across 28 acres and he will be able to 
create a “campus-style” environment. 

“This is a really exciting approach to edu¬ 
cation as it means that although the primary 
and secondary schools are separate, staff and 
resources can be shared across them,” added 
Mr Brown.

Stay safe if you’re planning to watch eclipse

N O sooner do I hang up my 
guitar after our first 
spring show Changing 
Stages, which closed on Sunday, 
than we begin our Just Theatre 
season this Thursday. 

I tend to take for granted how 
extremely diverse our work is. 
After all, Changing Stages saw a 
cast of more than 700 showcasing 
a dazzling medley of 
performances - who else would 
have a cast that big? 

Both our next two shows place 
questions of justice centre stage 
with stories about people, 
relationships, loss and hope for 
the future. 

We open with a play by Paul 
Morrall, our director of 
education, who is passionate 
about giving young people a 
voice and the opportunity to go 
into the world with hope and 
confidence. Entitled 12:one, it is 
a tense courtroom drama telling 
the story of a young girl accused 
of killing her abusive stepfather. 

Set in a not-too-distant future 
society, this is an apparently 
open and shut case where a 
guilty verdict would mean the 
death penalty. The jurors 
deliberate, with only one finding 
the courage to stand alone and 
question the girl’s circumstances 
and the failures of society and 
the system to protect her. 

Our second play under the Just 
Theatre banner is As The Mother 
of a Brown Boy..., a piece of 
physical theatre created in 2007 
following the death of one of our 
students. It is not the story of a 
boy drawn to the wrong side of 
the tracks, rather a human story 
of choices made and decisions 
taken - and their consequences. 

Both pieces show how 
important it is to listen to our 
young people - to show that 
there can be a future, there is 
hope and that we care. 


ON the morning of March 20, we will 
have a large partial solar eclipse.

Radical steps 
must be taken 

THE budget meeting on February 25 
spent considerable time discussing the 
alarming increase in the number of 
families in temporary accommodation 
in the borough, currently standing at 
2,600 households. 

The cost of housing these families is 
estimated to cost £7.7million in 
2015/16 - the largest single cost pres¬ 
sure facing the council. 

Enfield is also facing a huge influx of 
homeless families from other parts of 
London, placed mainly by Barnet, 
Haringey and Waltham Forest councils. 

In 2014/15, Enfield will receive 
about 1,600 such families, who 
compete for the private rented accom¬ 
modation available and drive rent levels 
ever upwards. 

This also places severe pressure on 
our schools and health service. 

Radical steps need to be taken by the 
council to move homeless families out 
of expensive bed and breakfast accom¬ 
modation in Enfield, which is costing 
the council tax payer a small fortune, to 
cheaper more permanent rented accom¬ 
modation outside the M25. 

Last year Southwark, a Labour coun¬ 
cil, moved about 1,800 families out of 
the borough. 

Enfield moved precisely none. This 
has to change.

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Shop is a bitter blow 


for pub campaigners

CAMPAIGNERS desperate to protect an historic 
pub from falling victim to developers fear that 
their efforts have been in vain after it emerged 
the site’s new owners could be planning to trans¬ 
form the watering hole into a bric-a-brac shop. 

Mike McLean, 43, of Winchmore Hill, started 
up a petition on the 38 degrees website last 
month after the former owners of the Green 
Dragon, in Green Lanes, Winchmore Hill, sold 
off the pub and Thai restaurant to a development 
and investment company. 

Although the number of signatures on the peti¬ 
tion has almost broken the 4,000 mark, when 
Mike looked in through the windows of the 
abandoned pub last week he was shocked to see 
shelves lined with bric-a-brac and general 
household products. 

“We have been focusing on getting the site 
accredited as an asset of community value which 
would mean developers could not just turn it into 
the most lucrative way of making money,” he told 
the Advertiser, “but when I saw that it looked 
like the developers might be trying to turn it into 
a short-term pop-up shop I was shocked. It is not 
what the area needs at all.” 

The campaign group is now lobbying council¬ 


lors to get on side with the fight to keep the land¬ 
mark Tudor-style building on the corner of Green 
Lanes and Vicars Moor Lane as a pub, as it has 
been for the past 300 years. 

“David Burrowes has been helping us out and 
has tried to get a meeting with the new owners of 
the site, but at the moment they have not com¬ 
mitted to anything,” Mike added. 

The pub was sold by Enterprise Inns earlier 
this year and, according to Mike, a company 
called Green Lanes Investments LLP has taken 
over the freehold. 

However, when the Advertiser tried to contact 
the new owners they were not known at the 
address listed as their registered office and board 
members of the company PPR Estates would not 
confirm their involvement in the company. 

“To us it seems as if it has all been quite under¬ 
hand - it has all been done without the commu¬ 
nity’s knowledge or involvement,” Mike said. 

“My wife has been a huge help to me with this 
campaign, but we are just an ordinary couple 
with a young family. We don’t have the resources 
to battle against a big developer.” 

In a bid to galvanise everyone in Winchmore 
Hill against losing the pub for good, Mike is urg¬ 
ing people to sign the petition on

Cult leader denies raping 
and imprisoning followers

THE former leader of a Maoist cult has denied 
that he raped and imprisoned three of his follow¬ 
ers over the course of 30 years. 

Aravindan Balakrishnan, 74, of Latymer Road, 
Edmonton, pleaded not guilty at Southwark 
Crown Court last week to 19 counts of indecent 
assault, one count of cruelty to a person under 
the age of 16, four counts of rape and one count 


of false imprisonment. The offences relate to 
three women, one British, one Irish and one 
Malaysian, and are said to have taken place 
between 1980 and 2013. 

It is alleged the women were part of a far-left 
communist sect Balakrishnan and were held 
against their will as part of a political collective. 

Balakrishnan, who was arrested at his former 
home in Brixton, south London, in 2013, was 
bailed and is due to return to court for a pre-trial 
hearing on September 23.

waiting to happen. It is one of the 
most dangerous crossings that I 
have encountered.” 

His wife said: “It’s very danger¬ 
ous. Something needs to be done 
before there’s an accident. It’s 
bound to be a child as there are 
schools in the area.” 

Mr Bailey proposes changing the 
crossing, perhaps by raising it. 

“If it was raised, people would 
have to slow down,” he added. 

Motorists who fail to stop for 
pedestrians who are on zebra cross¬ 
ings face three penalty points on 
their licence and a fine. 

Mr Bailey welcomed the idea of a 
police campaign, but said it would 


only slow drivers down while offi¬ 
cers were present. 

The couple have contacted 
Enfield North MP Nick de Bois 
about his concerns and raised them 
with Mayor of London Boris John¬ 
son’s office and Enfield Council.

AN old folks’ home has its own select “ton-up” 
club comprising seven residents amazingly all 
aged 100 years or older. 

Springview Care Home, in Crescent Road, 
Enfield, threw a party last week to celebrate the 
107th birthday of its oldest resident, Lily “Betty” 
Winter - and among the guests were its six other 
centenarians, three of whom have reached the 
remarkable milestone in the last few months. 

The combined ages of all seven totals 
710 years. 

Family, friends and staff also gathered to toast 
Lily last Friday She was born one of twins in 
1908 in a house just 200 yards from the care 
home in Waverley Road. 

She has remained a resident of the borough all 
her life, having formerly lived as a youngster 
with her twin brother and two younger sisters in 
nearby Slades Hill before later caring for her 
elderly mother in the home they shared in The 
Ridgeway, Enfield. 

After her mother’s death, Lily moved at the age 
of 62 to live in Lyndhurst Gardens, Enfield. 

“As the unmarried spinster sister she was stuck 
at home doing her duty,” said her nephew, 
Richard Brewster, 69, “but after her mother’s 
death she took on a new lease of life and 
began travelling. 

“She had been sent to finishing school in 
Switzerland when she was younger and fre¬ 
quently travelled there and across Europe. She 
was a bit of a pioneer because this was before the 
days of package holidays.” 

Even in her late 90s, Lily was making trips on 
her own to Eastbourne on the Sussex coast to go 
to concerts by her favourite performer, interna¬ 
tional organist and entertainer John Mann. 

“She loves children and was a long-standing 


parishioner at Christ Church United Reformed 
Church, in Chase Side,” added her nephew. “She 
was affectionately known as ‘Betty’ all her life 
and is probably remembered by generations of 
children as their Sunday school teacher.” 

Mr Brewster says he doesn’t know the secret of 
his aunt’s long life, but she has never smoked and 
her only tipple is a glass of sherry at Christmas. 

Among other guests at her party was former 


heir to the Pearsons department store chain 
Christine Henderson and her husband Robert, 
who know Lily from when she used to dine daily 
at the restaurant at the shop in Enfield Town.

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Spitting fines are 
expected to rise

MORE people are dodging fines for spitting in 
Enfield than anywhere else in London with simi¬ 
lar bans on the habit. 

Since a by-law was introduced in 2013 only 14 
people have been prosecuted in the borough after 
the over-50s forum started a petition in 2010 to 
get spitting outlawed. 

While the figures in Enfield are quite modest, 
Waltham Forest and Newham - who both issue 
fixed penalty notices for spitting- have scooped 
up 42 and 634 fines respectively, according to the 
London Evening Standard newspaper. 

The power to issue spitting fines of up to £80 
through fixed penalty notices has been extended 
to all London boroughs after Eric Pickles, the 
Secretary for State for Communities and Local 
Government, gave the go-ahead to proposals 
drawn up by London Councils’ transport and 
environment committee. 

Chris Bond, Enfield’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and community safety, defended the low 
prosecution rate and said: “We are incredibly 
proud that we obtained the first legal ban on spit¬ 
ting in the UK since 1992 and have successfully 
prosecuted a number of people for spitting in our 
borough. However, other local authorities have 
taken the view that they will deal with spitting 
through the use of issuing fixed penalty notices. 

“Since it was agreed that fixed penalty notices 
could be issued for spitting across London, we 
will be adopting this approach from April and we 
expect the number of sanctions handed out for 
spitting in this borough to increase.”

Room for manoeuvre

T HE C4 has a lot going for it, but upgrades 
were needed for it to stay with the pack. 
Tweaks to the headlights and styling details 
are more or less the extent of the exterior changes, 
but quality is on an upward trend with new tech¬ 
nology and media interface options. 

Citroen is quickly rejuvenating an identity: com¬ 
fort. The press release accompanying the car’s 
launch is crammed full of the word. Citroen is 
really beginning to feel like a different brand from 
its sister company Peugeot - and that’s good news 
for both. 

The C4 has what you’d call an aggressively 
French front end. Steeply angled headlight clusters 
give off an angry vibe, but the rest of the shape is 
pretty warm and fuzzy. It’s a good-looking car, but 
you’d have a tough time arguing that it matches 
class leaders for image. 

On the other hand, Citroen is doing everything 
it can to make its brand identity synonymous 
with comfort. 

Soon enough the French firm hopes that anyone 


looking for a comfortable everyday car will make 
Citroen their first stop. 

You can’t argue with the numbers. The C4 has 
comfortably the biggest boot among its direct rivals 
at 408 litres. That’s seven per cent or 28 litres big¬ 
ger than a Volkswagen Golf’s. The Skoda Octavia’s 
is bigger again, but that’s a much longer car. 

In the front door pockets, you’ll find space for 
those chunky 1.5-litre drinks bottles you find at 
motorway service stations and takeaways. 

The glove box can fit many gloves in it and the 
only real oversight is that when you pull the floor- 
mounted luggage net in the boot upwards, it can 
bring the whole floor with it. 

The petrol and diesel models are surprisingly 
different to drive. The lighter petrol engine links to 
an over-light, elastic-feeling steering set-up that 
doesn’t inspire confidence, but the diesel’s calibra¬ 
tion is more linear, more predictable and gives you 
the impression of more feel. 

In total opposition to Peugeot’s approach with the 
308, the C4’s steering is snail-slow. It takes more 
turning action to get this car turned in - an impres¬ 
sion exaggerated by the huge steering wheel. 


The new automated manual gearbox is, thank¬ 
fully, a vast improvement over previous units. 
You’d seriously consider buying one, now. 

This C4 rides very well, too, especially over 
smoothly undulating folds in the road. Flex in the 
suspension means that sharper bumps can knock it 
slightly off its line, especially in corners, but not 
by an exceptional amount. The C4 is a decently 
refined cruiser, especially for such a relatively 
reasonable asking price. 

Seeing the range top out at a whisker over 
£20,000 is a surprise. Rivals cost significantly 
more and you’d argue that there’s not much about 
the C4, in high-end flair trim at least, that feels 
particularly cheap. You get a lot of space for your 
pound, too, and especially in the case of the diesel 
you get super-low running costs. 

This would suit a family who prioritise comfort 
and budget. Five useful seats, lots of standard 
safety equipment and even more on the options 
list make it very handy. But it’s also a confident 
cruiser and will return decent fuel economy if dri¬ 
ven steadily, so company car buyers might want to 
take a look.

Spurs saw their last hopes of 
winning silverware this season 
come to an end with a 2-0 defeat 
in the Carling Cup final at 
Wembley ten days ago - having 
bowed out of the Europa League 
the week before. 

But, rather than dwell on 
their disappointment, Tottenham 
bounced back in style by beating 
Swansea City 3-2 on Wednesday 
last week before recording a 2-1 
triumph at Queen’s Park Rangers 
on Saturday. 

These results have left Spurs 
lying sixth in the table, just three 
points adrift of fourth-placed 
Manchester United - whom they 


visit this weekend - and goal¬ 
keeper Lloris believes that they 
have shown real character. 

“It was important to bounce 
back after Wembley,” he said. 
“We had two wins and it will give 
us confidence for the next few 
matches. Every game is impor¬ 
tant at this time of the season so 
we have to carry on and try to get 
as many points as possible. 

“Saturday’s match was a team 
victory because we showed a 
great spirit. Everyone helped the 
team whether they started the 
game or came off the bench. 

“In this kind of game you are 
never comfortable because it’s a 
big fight on a small pitch and we 
kept fighting until the end.” 

The clash at QPR saw Harry 
Kane continue his terrific form 
by scoring both their goals, and 
the young striker believes that 
the three points could prove to 
be significant for Spurs. 

“These are massive and tough 


games playing against teams 
who are fighting for their lives,” 
he said after scoring his 25th and 
26th goals of the season. “We 
knew exactly what we up against 
away from home at Loftus Road 
and you’ll definitely take the 
three points. We’re all delighted. 

“It’s a tough stadium to come 
and play at and a tough team to 
play against. We managed to get 
two goals ahead and were play¬ 
ing well but they got a goal back 
and that made it a nervous last 
ten minutes or so. 

“But credit to the lads, we dug 
in when we had to and played 
well. I thought that we deserved 
to win.” 

And head coach Mauricio 
Pochettino had nothing but praise 
for Kane following another excel¬ 
lent display from the rising star. 

“It was a fantastic performance, 
he scored two goals,” Pochettino 
said. “He is young and can 
improve more.” 


Skolars axe Mbu after crushing loss 


HEAD coach Joe Mbu has been 
sacked by the London Skolars 
following their humiliating 
86-4 defeat at the hands of 
Swinton in the third round of 
rugby league’s Challenge Cup. 

The Skolars confirmed their 
decision to part company with 
Mbu on Monday morning, less 
than 48 hours after they were 
embarrassed by a side who play 
in the same division as them. 

An announcement is yet to be 
made regarding Mbu’s succes¬ 
sor, but club captain and assis¬ 
tant coach Dave Williams and 
community development man¬ 
ager Matt Cuss have been put 
in temporary charge of the side. 

Mbu had been part of the 
coaching team at the Skolars 


for five years - having previ¬ 
ously played for the club - and 
chief executive Hector McNeil 
paid tribute to the impact that 
he has made during that time. 

“I want to thank Joe for all 
his hard work and considerable 
achievements at the club,” he 
said. “He took the club to its 
highest ever position in the 
league, narrowly missing out 
on a push for promotion. He 
has also built strong pathways 
and processes around the club, 
including burgeoning junior 
development pathways. 

“Joe is a quality person and 
since he commenced as a 
junior has probably been the 
most successful player and 
coach the club has produced. 


Joe has served the club well 
and it was a very tough deci¬ 
sion to see him go. He will 
always be welcome at the club. 

“Joe should be very proud 
of his achievements with the 
London Skolars and I think he 
will go on to achieve great 
things in whatever he does 
next. He is a good personal 
friend of mine and I want to 
wish him the best of luck for 
the future.” 

Skolars’ director Mark Cros- 
ton added: “Joe is one of the 
most respected people London 
rugby league has seen and he is 
highly respected across the 
sport.
